Our readers will remember that we 
gave a few months ago some notes 
regarding the resumption of trade by 
this route, taken from an Indian cou- 
temporary, which spoke in the most 
hopeful manner of the future of the 
traffic. Messrs. Soltau and Stevenson, 
of the China Inland Mission, who had 
been stationed at Bhamo since 1875, 
accompanied the second caravan in its 
return journey into China, and it is 
from the letters of the former gontle- 
man that the Geoyraphical has compiled 
a short accouut of the journey. Tho 
caravan, consisting of between five 
handved and six undred ponies aud 
tales’ laden with merchandise aud 
guarded by Kakyen chiefs mouuled on 
diminn'ive mountain ponies, left Buamu 








on the 29th November last year, and | 


after haltingatTa-li Pa, Yun-pan Fo, and 
other places, reached Lav-wa-tan, seven 
hundred aud fifty six miles from their 
sturting point, iu seventy-foar days. 
One or two attempts to lovy biack-mail 
on the Chivese merchauts who had 
hidon the caravan, aud one ov Messrs. 
Soltau and Stevensou—arcanged by a 
paymout of twelve rupees—wore made 
dnving tho journoy, but on the whole 
things appear to have gouo satisfac- 
torily cuough with the travellers aud 
traders, Mr. Soltau’s account of tho 
condition of Yunnan shows that tho 
province is, at least in somo parts, re- 
coverivg from tho desolation wrought 
upon it during tho Panthay robellion. 
Ho says that trado is rapidly roviving 
everywhere, and that there has been, 
and still is a largo inflax of emigrants 
from the province of Szechuen. Many 





districts which in Mr, Baber’s report 


were stated 10 be uninlinbited aro now 
being brought into cultivation, Houses 
ave being erected everywhere, and the 
people ure beginuing to rebuild temples, 
‘Lhe cultivation of the poppy, Mr. Soltau 
noticed, was extending, to the exclusion 
uf almost everything else on the new 


lauds as these were cleared. The peo- | 


ple were found to be qniet, well be! 
nnd well disposed towards forei 
Large unmbers of sheep are being 
reared for the sake of the wool, which 
is shoru threo times a year; and it 
appears that uotwithstanding tho diffi- 
culties of transport from Szechuen, 
considerable eommereial prosperity p 
vails in tho province, Newr the capital 
city, Mr, Soltan reports that the coun. 
try was desolate aud barren, large 
tracts of goud land being uncultivated, 
and all the towns and villages 
s of the eifects of the Pan. 
. ‘The traces of the rebellion 















































Soong-ca, and the persistence with 
which additional routes from India are 
being sought, it is to be hoped that in 
a few years the condition of Yuunan 
will have materially changed for the 
better. ‘Tho Geographical cortains a 
note on the direct route from India to 
China, founded on a description of a 
journey to explore the Nong-yang lake 
‘ou the Barmese froutier, contributed to 
the jourval of the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal. The explorer thinks that the 
only feasiblo route is by the Nong- 
yaug aud Kamsup basin, aud that it 
would not bo difficult to discover the 
roate actually used in olden times, as 
its locality is known. Tho old route 
was suid to have been in the use as the 
Doi-bat in 592 A.D., by the earliest 
Shans from Mogong, and the writer 
in tho Bengal Asintic Socicty’s journal 
thinks, that, by ascending some of the 
gaps in the muge to the east of the 
present: pass and not moro than two or 
three miles distant, a comparatively 
easy road may be found. Tho difficul- 
ties of trausport from India by the 
routo followed by tho caravan which 
Mr. Soltaa accompanied appear to be 
much less than those by the Yaug-tsze, 
and through Szechuen, that it is to be 
expected the goods traffic with Yunnan 
will be carried on, via Bhamo. Mr. 
Soltau says that goods from Szechueu 
imported into Yunnan, after passing 
tho rapids on the Yang-tsze, and reach. 
ing Sni-fa before which they have 
probably been traushipped two or threo 
times—aro either transferred to other 
boats, or they are carried by men all 
tho way to Chao-tang. Those carried 
by boats up the Heng river undergo a 
fow more transhipments before reneh- 
ing Lav.wasten, from which place they 
are, if bulky, carried by men to Chao. 
tung where they placed on tho backs 
of animals, The paths aro tov narrow 
to admit of ponies or mules carrying

therefore, is a little dificult to opine, 

Important discussions aro taking place at 
Peking among the high authorities with 
regard to the proposed new opium-arrange- 
ments, but we are not at liberty at preseut 
to enter into details upon the subject. 
Comparatively little, indeed, is known; 
Dut there is no longer any doubt that tho 
cnteute cordiale betweon ‘Tso and Li is fast 
cooling. 

At has been reported to us from Peking 
that the Hon. James B. Angell, before ho 
left China, had succeeded in obtaining tho 
n of the Government to lay an 
n cable between this country and 
the United States. We aro afraid that 
this statement is premature. ‘The Chineso 
Government is said to have already bound 
itsolf to an existing corporation, which, by 
virtue of terms that perhaps may sound 
better than they really are, is anticipating 
the enjoyment of a monopoly of such enter- 
prises for an indefinite period. The free 
use of the foreign line by all the prineipal 
Vicereys and high ofticers of the Empire 
scems at first sight a generous proposal ; 
but whether it would entail any very 
practical inconvenience or loss upon the 
parties who made it, is cortainly open to 
question. Jt should not be lost sight of 
that in much that the Chinese do at 
present they may be guided by secret 
pressure from outside of which very little 
is known, The published text of the Treaty 
recently concluded at St. Petersburg by 
no means covers all the stipulations which 
were then is. zed on China, aud it is well

embroglio, thirteen garrisons were sent 
back to Hu-pei; fourteen were left, and 
these are now in course of dismissal, the 
men being allowed to return to their own 
homes. The Chén-tai [Brigadier-General] 
of Hu-kuang, Liu Ta-jén, and the Erh-fu 
[Sub-prefect], Chang Lao-yeb, have recently 
issued a proclamation under instructions 
from tho Viceroy and the Hsiin-fu, ordering 
the disbanded braves to resume their former 
agricultural and commercial operations, 
and not remain loitering in the city of 
Hankow, lest their presence should give 
rise to disturbances. 

The disbandment of troops still goes on 
in Shéng-king. Ch’i Yuin, the Manchu 
General at Féng-t'ien, reports to the Em- 
peror having dismissed the last garrison of 
supernumeraries, who had been stationed 
at Hei-lung Kiang, consisting of tive hun- 
red infantry and one hundred horse. It 
appears to be the custom occasionally to 
pay these men their wages in salt ; and an 
excelleut thing it is for the Government, 
as salt is worth a very yreat deal more here 
in mid-China than at Shan-hai Kuan. The 
men receive actually much less than they 
are entitled to in tho first instance, and 
aro compensated for the difference by the 
handsome profit they make on the article 
itself. It does not always conduce to the 
convenience or even the safety of the 
steamer they travel in, however, for each 
man to bring two or three piculs of salt 
with him by way of luggage, and instances 
have been known in which the trim of a 
vessel has been greatly interfered with in 
consequence. 

‘The other day we spoke of the new 
Examiner's shed on tho Bund as evidently 
intended for use more than for ornament.

It is 
very generally believed that if any person 
kills an animal, from wantonuess or | 
ernelty, its soul will return and take posses- 
sion of the murderer's body until his guilt 
is expiated. An instance of thia is said to 
have occurred recently at Yangchow. ‘There : 
were a man and his wife, who had a pet | 
cat, the mother of three kittens. Like 
most other domestic animals, however, the 
feline family had somewhat thievish pro-

pensities, and were constantly stealing 
sundry tit-bits and delicacies that the 
servant-girl had put by for her own private 
eating. At last she got so exasperated 
that, after a course of systematically ill- 
using the cats, she killed them, one after 
another, in different ways. But in a short 
time she was ‘taken violently ill, mew- 
ing and scratching like a cat, and display- 
ing all the symptoms of rabies, Her 
mistress, suspecting the true causo of the 
girl’s attack, thereupon apostrophised the 
dead cat, demanding for what reason it had 
come to haunt her body. ‘The cat, speaking 
through the girl’s mouth, then recounted 
the ill-treatment it had received from her 
during its life, and told her how its little 
ones had been killed before its eyes. One 
had been drowned, another worried by a 
dog, and a third burnt. Last of all the cat 
herself had been killed, and its spirit had 
now come to inflict its fearful visitation 
upon the murderess, All this, be it under- 
stood, was said by the girl herself in the 
character of the cat, between her paroxysms. 
At last, however, justice was satisfied, and 
the girl died in convulsions at the feet of 
her mistress, —It is scarcely necessary to add. 
that stories of this description are firmly 
believed in by the Chinese, who are after 
all no more superstitious than Europeans 
themselves were at a comparatively recent 
date, Indeed many similar survivals might 
without much difficulty be found at the 
present day among the peasantry of soveral 
countries in the West. 

We have gleaned a few more particulars 
of the unfortunate up-country shooting 
accident in which so much interest has 
been felt. It appears that, on a certain 
day, Messrs, Hayllar and McKean sat 
down to tiffin in the open air, the lattor 
yentleman resting his gun, which he 
unluckily omitted to put at half-cock, 
against a hedge. Their repast over, they 
started again, Mr. McKean taking up 
the gun and carrying itin a natural manner: 
‘m. But as he was passing round 
copse in search of game, the trigger caught 
some portion of his coat, ‘The gun wont 
off, killed two children who were most 
unfortunately within shot, and wounded a 
third. Lt would be unreasonable to sup-

After being subjected to some 
hustling, he was bound with cords, and 
ii with some indignity, on the sup- 
jon apparently that he had killed the 
children on purpose. At the same time, 
xcitement was less than might havo 
xyweted ander the circumstances, 
Mr, Hayllar, who wasleft comparatively free, 
wed tu yet to his buat by swimming 
ing the inte ig creeks, and 
kept there in a sort of honourable 
captivity. Meanwhile his companion was 
conveyed to the nearest magistrate, who, 
however, unfortunately lived thirty miles 
‘Mr. Hayllar was unaware of this 
fact, the Chinese assuring him that Mr. 
MeKean was in the neighbouring villago 
in the custody of the ti-pav; indeed, so 
strong was this impression even among the

of hundred dollars, the others standing out 
for two thousand.

Mackean to the mandarins, ‘Then Mr. | 
Hayllar was informed that the authorities 
wore going to send a wei-ydian to investigate 
the alfair and bold an inquest on the bodies. 
No such agent, however, appeared, so at 
8 pam, the wight being dark and rainy, 
Mr, Hayllar let slip the boat and made for 
the pluce where his friend was said to be. 
On his arrival there, however, he found 
that the local magistrate had sent him on, 
half an hour before, to Li-yang, on the 
ground that the erent had occurred out of 
his jurisdiction, ‘This was tifty miles 
further, and Me, Hayllar accordingly re- 
turned, meeting a deputy from the Li 
yaug Magistrate half-way. ‘To make a 
long story short, ho found Mr. MeKean 
in custody at the yaméu, his only hardship 
being that he was compellod to share his 
rovin with four cvolies. He was permitted 
however to go on board the boat for his 
meals, and the man who had bound him 
in the first instance had his face severely 
slapped. An enquiry was then held, at which 
Dr. Hayllar was requested to assist ; this he 
dvelined, but was shortly admitted to an 
interview with the magistrate, which lasted 
far into the night. ‘This ollicial treated 
iti with the greatest courtesy, and seems 
further to have been most favourably 
impressed by the acyttaintance displayed 
by Mr, Hayllar with Chinese etiquette. 
So favourable, too, was the impression 
created upon Mr. Hayllar’s mind by th 
fair aud courteous behaviour of the old 
gentleman, that, to bring the matter to an 
end, he at last professed himself willing 
to abide by whatever decision he might 







































escape. It might have gone very hard with 
them. There is no doubt that the accident 
was the result of the purest absent-minded- 
ness on the part of the gentleman prin- 
cipally concerned, and we are afraid that 
the affair was rather complicated by the 
fact that his passport was not in order. 
‘The moral of all this should not be 
overlooked, Mr. McKean was consider- 
ably upset by the sad deaths he had 
been instrumental in causing, and the 
exciting experiences which followed. He 
left for Hongkong on Wednesday morning 
last by the Khivw.

of the electric light; crowds of natives 
hang about around the carbon points, while 
the brilliant illumination of the light throws 
an unuatural sheen and whiteness on tho 
dirtiest of the surrounding lookers-on, who 
are principally composed of home-returning 

‘This is the scene at about 7 or 8 
in the evening. As regards the em- 
ployment of the light to enable the Tram- 
way Company to continue its labours per 
awete, it is doubted whether tho light is 
really so much required by the Tramway 
Company after all, and whether the fact is

explanation to that effect. In reply to the 
Jury, Dr. McLeod said he found no post- 
mortem signs of the presence of morphii 
and at the time of her death she was suffe 
ing from Bright's disease of the kidneys, 
which caused suffveation, ‘The Coroner 
said a number of witnesses might be called, 
but their evidence would not amount to 
yything, as the cause of death was made 
clear by the medical testimony. After 
considering the evidence, and examining 
some private papers of deceased to ascer- 
tain her natne and place of birth, the jury

A meeting of the North-China Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society was held 
on Friday evening under the presidency of 
Mr. G. J. Morrison, ‘The attendance, 
though poor, was rather better than usual, 
tho papers to be read promising to be of a 
interesting nature. In both cases, however, 
they were perhaps better adapted for 
perusal than for being orally delivered, 
Pore Dechevrens’ essay on the Climate of 
Shanghai was enriched with several valu- 
able tables, which could scarcely be read 
aloud ; while Mr. Giles's paper on Chinese 
Figures of Speech was less popularly writ- 
ten than the gonerality of his contributions 
to our knowledge of Chinese Literature, 
It. proved however a very able produc- 
tion as far as it went, the writer having 
reduced his subject to an almost scien- 
tific analysis, and curiched his treatmeng 
of it with many apposite illustrations, 
A short discussion fullowed, in which Rev. 
Muithond, Messrs, Kingsmill, Slevogt and 
Balfour took part, and the proceedings 
terminated in the usual manner about 
eleven o'clock. 

‘A correspondent at Pakhoi writes as 
follows :—his is a very pleasantly situated 
place, right on the sea-beach, so that one 
can bathe from the steps of his house just 
as if it were a bathing-machine. If the 
trade here were to develop—and it has 
the germs of development in it—we might 
see a number of Hongkong and Canton 
residents down here as Indeed, 
it is the finest watering-place I have yet 
seen in China, not excepting Chefoo or 
Amoy.

We hear from Tientsin that the efforts 
to raise the bulk of the Emily seem to be 
progressing favourably.

At the Hongkong Police Court, the other 
day, a Chinaman who appeared as com- 
plainant had the tables turned on himself 
in a way he did not understand.

Defendant said the com- 
plainant owed him fifty cents and gave him 
tho jacket to pawn, but on complainant's 
asking for it back he returned it.

$34,000 worth of treasure, The facts ap- 
pear to be that a Chinese firm applied to 
one of the foreign banks to pass throwgh 
the Customs and ship fur this port a mum 
ber of boxes of siler coin, It must be 
mentioned that by Treaty, the export of 
Japanese gold, except in minted coin, is 
forbidden. It is stated that for a long 
time the Japanese have suspected the 
Chinese of carrying on an illicit busi- 
ness of this kind, and on opening the 
boxes referred to above a quantity of 
contraband gold was found concealed with 
the silver coin. ‘This of course subjected 
the entire shipment to forfeiture. The 
owners of the treasure had evidently 
imposed on the local bank, and in the 
interests of legitimate trade it is a matter 
of congratulation that such nefarious pro- 
ceedings should be exposed and stopped. 
Itis palpably to the disadvantage of the 
foreign banks that the Chinese should 
enjoy with impunity the benetit of an 
illegitimate trade in troasure. Fair com- 
Petition is keen enough in these days 
without beon so handicapped. 

There is no sign of war preparations in 
Oscka Arsonal at any rate, for they have 
lately been enyaged there iu: manufacturing 
umbrella frames, and this work has now 
been “discontinued for the time being,” 
and the manufacture of needles commenced. 

‘A serious fire occurred at the Japanese 
Imperial Dockyard, Nagasaki, on the 14th 
Oct., and H.M.S. Iron Duke being then 
in dock was ina position of great danger, 
but fortunately escaped. The Ris

‘The Siam Advertiser of the 24th Septem- 
ber announces that the Hon. John A, 
Halderman, Consul General of the United 
States in Siam, has received information 
that, in pursuance of his recommendation, 
his Government has directed to be sent to 
him, for the Rajah of Tuluhan, a Gold 
Medal and a Winchester Rifle, in recogni- 
tion of the Rajah’s noble and generous 
sorvices in behalf of officers and crew of 
the American barque Coringa, wrecked on 
the coast of the Malay Peninsula, near 
Patani, on 16th November last. 

King Kalakaua has by this time nearly 
completed his tour round the world. Mr. 
Armstrong, the Hawaiian Attorney-General, 
who arrived at New York on September 
10th, states :— The King will soon arrive 
here. He will stay two weoks in tho 
Eastern States and then go to Virginia, 
Kentucky and San Francisco. On October 
22nd he will sail from San Francisco for 
his Kingdom, The King was much sur- 
prised at the grandeur, power and wealth 
of England, but he was most pleased with 
the great display that was made over him 
in Japan.” 

The Straits Times says :—All tho Austra- 
lian Colonies, except Western Australia, 
have passed anti-Chinese Ordinances with 
a view to check or stop Chinese Immigra- 
tion, and the last to do so is South Aus- 
tralia, The Legislative Council of Adelaide, 
however, have, we observe, introduced 
some important modifications in their 
Chinese Emigrants Regulation Bill, which 
make it differ considerably from the Bills 
passed by the sister Colonies. All Chineso 
who are British subjects are exempt from 
the operation of the South Australian Bill, 
and Chineso immigration into the Northern 
Territory is to be unrestricted in any way. 

A Sydney newspaper contains a curious 
Je paragraph with regard to the native 
newspaper-press in Japan, ‘The total num- 
ber of newspapers and periodicals is set 
down at two hundred and fifty, “At 
‘Tokio,” says the writer, there are some 
ten daily papers—not including prices cur- 
rent—and among them is one namod after 
its editor, and others entitled Worldly 
News, Alphabet, Reading and Spelling, Day- 
light, as well as News, a Post and an 
Advertiser, They also have several comic 
papers after the manner of Punch and Puck, 
and varions magazines devoted to the 
advancement of agriculture and othor 
national interests. While there have been 
no material changes in tho press law of 
Japan within the last fow years, the Govern- 
ment would appear to be much moro 
lenient than it was formerly, and editors 
may now speak their minds somewhat after 
the American fashion, which, according to 
the Constitution and the Senate of the 
United States, may be considered tho 
leading luxury of modern civilization.” 
‘The writer of this is rather mistaken in his 
views of the freedom of the Japaneso 
press. Imprisonments and suspensions are 
of constant occurrence, and it is not so 
very long ago that an unfortunate editor 
was heavily fined and punished for daring 
to throw a doubt on the divinity of Jimmo 
Tenno.

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THE SILK DIFFICULTY IN JAPAN. 


Tuere is little or no difference in 
principle between the question now 
agitating the native and foreign silk- 
mercbants in Japan, and that which 
arose ® short time ago in Canton. The 
silk export trade of Canton nearly 
equals that of Japan, but in the one 
case, at Canton, it was the foreigner 
complaining of the Chiuese dealer and 
demanding « silk-condition house, in 
tho other case, it is the Japanese com. 
plaining in a similar manuer of the 
foreign dealer, and claiming a similar 
remedy. At Canton, after encountering 
considerable opposition, the foreign mer- 
chants’ claim, in the interest of fair and 
houest trade, was cousidered just, aud 
fa condition-house or silk-exchange was 
forthwith establ.sbed through which 
the silk trade of that port continues to 
bo conducted. ‘The principle involved 
in the question now exorcising 60 much 
excitement in Japan has thus been 
already determined in favour of the con- 
dition-honse or silk-exchange system, 
and therefore it is the more difficult to 
understand how so much opposition to 
the measure should be shown by the 
foreigneilk-traders in Yokohama, There 
surely cannot be two standards of ex- 
podioncy in logitimate tradoin China and 
in Japan, the ono tho antipodes of tho 
other, For years the sill: trade of Canton 
was carried on by a system of confidence 
in the native dealer, This confidence 
on the part of foreignor was abused, and 
fivally the matter became so serious 
that a stand was made against it, aud 
the foreigners insisted ou introducing a 
systom which gavo them greater secn- 
rity against tho injuries they suffered. 
‘The Japauese have followed the same 
programme and havo stated plainly the 
grievances complained of. These aro 
hardly denied by thoir opponents, and 
aro apparently even more onerous than 
those complained of at Canto. A 
similar reform of system is now being 
demanded, and the demand does not 
find favour with the foreigners. This 
reform has been impending for some 
time, if we may jadge from the uative 
press; but wo rograt that it was not 
inaugurated with more caution and 
consideration. It was a radical change 
of custom, and should have been intro- 
duced gradually and with carefal con- 
sideration of the needs of their foreign 
constituents, Above all it savours of 
a trade combination; a proceeding wo 
have invariably condemned as doing 
more harm in the end than good, Ex- 
porience shows that: trade combinations, 
asa rule, prove alike disastrous in re- 
sult to both parties concerned, and ou 
principle should be diseountenanced ; 
besides, they eucourage the setting of 
class against class unnecessarily, and 
cans au amount of needless suffering, 
as well as obstructing for the time being 
the free channols of trade generally. 
We advocate the doctrino of conciliation 








iu trade, aud claim thatit should be prac- 
ticed as fully in commerce as in politics 
or other walks of life. The resolu- 
tion of the Japanese was too suddenly 
taken and far too anddenly enforced. 
The more fact that the clearing estab- 
lishment proposed by the Japanese was 
not only too small for the requirements 
of trade but was incouveniontly situated 
aud unsuitably constracted, is of itself 
evidence that the measure was hastily 
and iuconsiderately introduced. Tudeed 
this is admitted by the Japauese them. 
selves, who uow offer to construct a 
building sufficiently commodious and 
containing every facility to suit the 
requirements of the trade in a coutral 
aud convenient situation, and of such a 
nature as will command a minimum of 

nsurance, ‘The action of the Foreign 
banks in refusing to mako advauecs 
against silk to Japanese adds materially 
to the complications of tho position. 
On many grounds wo should be disposed 
to question the judiciousness of such 
action, but are disposed to rest our 
opiuion on the encouragement it gives 
to trade combinations generally. 

Silk, uext to treasure, is one of the 
most valuable commodities in compari- 
sou with its bulk, in existence, and it is 
somewhat curious, to say the lenst of it, 
that in the year 1881 this valuable 
commodity should be tabooed for the 
nonce by iustitations whose true in- 
terest, as wo view it, is to facilitate 
trade by standing aloof from trade 
disputes. If we mistake not, commerce 
is too elastic to be forced permanently 
in an arbitrary mauner into auy single 
channel by any combinations, however 
powerfal, It is a comowhat envious 
feature of this dispate that the Yoko. 
hama Chamber of Commerce has not 
taken the matter up actively, but left it 
to an independent section of some uf 
tho priveipal foreign merchants en- 
gaged in the silk trade. Surely such 
a question is peculiarly within the pro- 
vince of a Chamber of Commerce, and 
we should think would bavye carried 
greater weight by being supported by a 
representive and responsible institation. 
At the same time we are bound to note 
with satisfaction that the iufiaential 
section of foreign silk morchants who 
are engaged iu the dispute are couduct- 
ing it ina moderate manuer, aud appear 
to be fally alive to the importance of 
carrying onthe battle withont needlessly 
ituting their opponents or widen 
the breach already existing. Doubtless 
if the dispute is conducted in such a 
commendable spirit some path will be 
discovered by which both partics can 
arrange their conteution without loss 
of amour propre to either. We there- 
fore hope soon to hear that somo 
way has been discovered by which 
lo adjustment of the present 
wus differences botween the foreign 
and native silk traders in Japan may bo 
arrived at, as the present cannot 
bat be detrinental to both parties. 














THE VISIT OF THE BRITISH PRINCES. 
‘Tur impending visit to China of ‘the 
future King of England and his brother 
ig an event of both social aud historical 
importance. ‘he present Prince of 
Wales is, we beliove, tho first European 
monarch én futuro who has ever travelled 
as far as Central Asia, and his son is 
now extending his voyages to China 
and Japav, It is comparatively Intely 
that even private persons bave began 
to regard the world at large as their 
legitimnto ficld of travel. Fifty years 
go, the ‘grand tour’ included little 
wore than a leisurely trip to Paris, the 
Rhine, and Rome. A man who bad 
beon to Egypt was looked upon as 
almost as much of au explorer ay a 
man now is who accomplishes the 
transambulation of Afrien, Lady Duff 
Gordon, Lady Hester Stanhope, and 
the author of ‘Bothen’ were rendered 
famous by their association with places 
which wow are within the reach of 
every Cockney tourist, The voyages 
of Royal ramblers were necessarily 
even moro limited, aud foreign travel 
was very far fom being regarded as a 
desirablo clement in the education of a 
futuro King. 

Now, however, all is changed. It 
is deemed expedient that our monarchs 
should have seen something of the 
world in which they live, and es- 
peeially that portion of it which they 
fare or will bo herenfter called upon 
to govern, It is porlups still moro 
expedient that the residents of our 
colonies in the West aud South, and the 
subject populations of Tudin, should 
have an opportunity of making the 
acquaintance of their future Sovereign, 
Representatives of many royal Baropoan 
houses have come to China and Japan, 
and, in the latter coantry, havo beon 
received by tho Emporor with a magni. 
ficence and courtliness us graceful as 
it was, in all probability, lavish. Hore 
in China, of course, no such courtesies 
are offered, and none are certainly 
expected. ‘The Emperor of Japan has 
even sent members of his own family 
to Europe, and thus followed the 
culighteued exumplo sct to him by the 
royalties of the West. Bat, while we 
strongly approve the custom under 
discussion, and apprecinte to the fall 
the liberalising and edneating influences 
it exerts on the minds of the travellers 
themselves, there is one direction iu 
which it may be pushed to far, Wo 
entirely fail to seo on what grounds a 
King of England should be brought 
up as a suilor. It is dificult to 
understand in what way the dis- 
cipline of a sea-lifo fits a youth for 
the duties of constitutional mouarchy. 
Sea-kings may havo beon a very 
natural and uccessary institution in 
Devmark and Iceland and Norway 
during the Middle Agos, but thero 
seems no need for the rovival of the 
race in the England of tho presont day. 
Nor is our own experionco of sea-bred 


























monarchs particularly calculated to 
bring thom into tho favour of the 
English public, Tho only sailor king 
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that we bave had hitherto was William 
IV, aud whatever may have been bis 
private excellonces, it would bo stretch. 
ing a point if we were to say that he 
was a model king, Surely the time of 
a futuro Prince of Wales might be 
employed more advantageously than in 
the routine-life of a naval officer. Ho 
should travel, certainly, and gain Inrge 
views upon all subjects ; but this could 
bo done without tying him down to the 
study of navigation and uaval warfare. 
‘That should be relegated to some other 
member of the Royal Family. We are 
strong beliovers in the necessity of 
utilising our Princes, It is right and 
just that tho juniors and branch-mem- 
bers of the reigning Houso should, to use 
a homely phraso, do something for their 
living. Tho Queen of England has set an 
excellentexamplein this respect. We are 
jostifiedin anticipating with satisfaction 
the timo whon tho Duko of Edinburgh 
will be at tho bead of England’s navy, 
and the popular Duke of Connaught 
Commander-in-Obief of the British 
forces. If report spoke truly some ye: 
ago, there was u strong wish expressed 
by the present Dako of Albany, then 
Prince Leopold, to enter the service of 
the church.

‘The 
great and good who have distinguished

It is 
not enongh to speak in praise of 
them over the freshly opened grave, 
‘The stone monument to their memory 
must be engraved, their biographical 
records must be compiled, their nares 
must be enrolled among the heroes of 
history, and posthumous rewards as.

a large waiting room and two smaller 
private rooms, a well-supplied dispensing 
room, a fine drug room, aud an admirably 
lighted operating room, Back of this 
main building, are wards on three sides of 
a court, so situated as to zet the benefit 
of the snn’s heat and light to the best 
advantage, Ono of these, the general 
ward, is arranged to accommodate twent 
four patients, “Lhe other buildings contai 
four rooms each, aud will accommodate 
sixteen patieuts, or by crowdiug, twice 
that number could be placed in thom 
temporarily. ‘The place is well situated, 
well ventilated, and amply furnished with 
kitchens aud other necessary outbuildings, 
Including the purchase of the land, and 
the enclosing wall, the hospital has cost 
about $6,000.00, 

As a mark of respect to the Viceroy, and 
of application of the interest he has taken 
in medical work, and the patronage he and 
Lady Li have extended to this hospital, he 
as invited to visit and inspect the premis 
in company with ELE, Minister Angoll, 
on Saturday the 8th October. A number 
of other native and foreign officials and 
nds were also present.

it afforded him very great, pleasure to bo 
present on this occasion, ‘The contact of 
Western aud of Eastern life, he said, 
had not always brought unmixed blessings 
to cither party ; but in such contact as is 
here brought about, blessings flow to both 
parties—to the poor suffering Chinamen 
who receive, and to those who are promised 
a great reward by Him who said, “It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.” Ho 
cherished 4 patriotic pride in the fact that 
the benevolent heart of one of his own 
trymen had overflowed toward the 
suffering in China, It is well that one cau 
bring those tokens of unselfish good to 
them, a8 well as articles of manufacture 
aud production, ‘The fond dream of the 
great friendly federation of nations is 
being hastened towards its consummation 
by stich deeds of love and charity. ‘The 
speaker also paid a fitting compliment to 
the Viceroy for the substantial interest 
he has shown in medical work, and ex- 
pressed the hopo that such institutions 
might be multiplied all over the land, 

We have here as tho outgrowth of 
Christianity aud of Christian Missions a 
spectacle such as is not to be found elso- 
where iu China, viz., two largo institutions, 
side by side, for ministering to tho disoasod 
and destitute. One, under the care of 
Dr. Mackeuzie, built aud supported by 
friends contributed by Chinese, is for men 
only ; the other, under the care of Miss 
Dr. Howard, aud built by friends from 
one of the lands of the west, roaches ont 
its healing mercies to the women and 
children of Chins. Both are under the 
patronage of the Viceroy Li and his excel- 
lent Countess—himself one of the highest 
aud most enlightened of Chinese officials.

For some time past the conduct of the

conducted, the charges have, owing to 
trade combinations, been unduly high, the 
robberies are so common and large as to 
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become a very heavy itom of cost, redress 
of any kind is unobtainable, and to make 
affairs worse every year the injuries greaten 
instead of lessen. 

‘The outcome will soon be deeided by some 
action. The transport vid Viadivostock is, 
owing tothe break of water-communications, 
uncertain, slow, and costly. In fact, as 
means of adequate transport do not now 
exist, any large shipments to Vladivostock 
might be detained, and so lose the “season” 
market of the trans-Uralian trade-centres. 
To transport vii Vladivostock and the 
‘Amur to Stretinsk, and thenco across a 
space of land to the Baikal Eastern shore, 
from which Irkoutsk is not far off, has also 
disadvantages in time, cost and certainty, 
as the Amur fiotillas are not suflicient for 
present requirements, and could not sust: 
any sudden additional burdens. The 
Russian Government has, it seems, ordered 
that Port Olga shall be made into a naval 
station, as in all respects more suitable 
for such a purpose than Vladivostock. 
From Port Ofga, easy excess can be 
had to the waters of the Sungari, and 
entrance into the Amoor can be made at 
Habarofka, In two years’ time, say for the 
1883 season, it would uot be diflicult to 

rovide steam-tugs of light draft, and 
fargo iron barges for tounages, ‘The vessels 
and craft used on the Indus, or on the 
Burrhampoota, would bo of suitable type, 
or, if American notions please best, the stern 
wheel vessels of tho St. Louis type will 
answer perfectly well. So action will be easy. 
Probably decision will be slow, as official 
action in Russia is dilatory, and—in such 
matters as cheap and adequate transport— 
not intelligent, - 1883 may pass away, and 
seo but little done to bring about the 
change; but the change will occur not- 
withstanding official and other delays. 
When tho Russian route is open, the 
carriago of tea will be made in loss time, 
and at lower costs than now, 

Tt is said that tho Russian Government 
has planned a large exodus of peasants 
from White Russia and the poor countries 
around Ladoga and Onega. As the peasants 
from the regions named aro hardy people, 
good at wooderaft, and yood at mining and 
smelting, before long the vast riches of 
Russian Manchuria and Siberia will be 
turned to account. What agricultural and 
mining potentialities await scttlers in 
Siberia, even on the banks of the Yan- 
nessoi, Obi, and Lena, mines like those 
of the Urals, soil as rich as that of 
Touraine, and for six months out of 
twelve a climate like that of Naples, 
vill bo made known when Professor Nor: 
denskjold’s book appears. When America 
no longer attracts emigrants, and Australia 
has as many sottlers as her territory can 
support, tho surplus swarms of the West 
can find fat soil, good climate, and all 
elements requisite for prosperous fortunes 
in Russian Siberia and Manchuria.

‘They are kept under good con- 
trol by General Tsung, who from what 
we learn makes exceedingly short wv 
of such offenders as are oceasionally inter- 
fering with the country-people. ‘The port 
is pretty full of sailing-ships awaiting the 
arrival of new peas from the interior, and 
it is said that several steamers have been 
chartered also, at rather low rates com- 
pared to those ruling in the spriny and 
summer. Altogether, the Swatow Guild 
dispute notwithstanding, we may hope 
that the export of grain and cake will not 
fall short of an ordinarily good year.

No cause has 
been attributed for this unfortunate occur- 
rence, but deceased had been in a depressed 
state of mind for some little time past.—At 
the inquest, on the 18th, Mr. Hermann 
Stolterfoht, chief partner of Hesse & Co., 
gave evidenco as to the deceased's habits, 
and with reference to the particulars of 
what occurred on Sunday. He could sug- 
gest no causo why he should have shot 
himseif. On the table in his room he found 
a paper in deceased's handwriting which 
read as follows :—“ Diamond cuts glass, but, 
every sin will be revenged. Farewell, my 
dearest beloved parents, sisters and ‘bro 
thers. Don’t forget your unlucky Gisse 
who must suffer innocently.” ‘The first 
three words were in English, the rest in 
German. Gisse was a familiar namo de- 
ceased was known by at home. Witness 
had uo idea what the paper meant, nor had 
any of his friends to whom he had shown 
it. As the Coroner thought they had some 
clue as to the cause of the fatal act, he ad- 
jourued the inquest until the 20th, when 
the private papers of the deceased’ might 
be placed before them. 
‘The adjourned inquiry into the death 
of Mr, F. v. Dittmer, who shot himself on 
t (IGth), was resumed before 
. H. #, Wodehouse, Coroner, and a 
jury, composed of Mr, W. Manson, G. H. 
Phevenin, and P. B. Cama, at the Magis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon .) Dre 
Stolterfoht, recalled, sepused that he 
had examined deceased’s private papers 
but could find nothing of any consequence 
benrin upon the present inquiry, and 
expressed his conviction that he had com- 
mitted suicide whilst under at a sudden fit 
of depression. Mr. Johannes A. Lifimann, 
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Mr, Johann Nicholas Goosmann, gave 
evidence as to the general character of the 
deceased, but threw on the reasons which 
led to the suicide, and the China boy 
merely proved finding the deceased sitting 
on the sofa with a revolver in his hand, 
and blood flowing from a wound in his 
forehead. The Coroner addressed the 
jury at some length, and a vordict that 
‘deceased committed suicide while in a 
fit of temporary insanity” was recorded.— 
Telegraph. 

‘The lightship which the Hongkong and

CANTON. 


The Canton correspondent of the Hong- 
Kong Telegraph, writing under date 17th 
October, gives the following particulars of 
the terrible destruction to property and the 
great loss of life which ocourred on the 
Canton river during the late gale. Tho 
loss of life did not all take place on tho 
river, but was caused in many places, 
especially in the suburbs and in the 
country around, by floods and inundations, 
reports coming in all day yesterday from 





all quarters of the great damage done, 
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attended in most cases by considerable loss 
of life. These floods have been, in addi- 
tion to the ordinary cause of a high state 
of the river, very much aggravated by the 
Danks in many places breaking and letting 
in millions of tons of water, which has, 
places, played sad havoc with the rico crop, 
which is just now heavy in the head and 
more liable to damage than at any other 
time. ‘Tho water has been three feet deep 
in many of the streets of Canton and Ho- 
nam, and the lower floors of hundreds of 
houses have consequently been for many 
hours under water. ‘The hulk of the Kinshan 
arrived here last night in tow of a Hong- 
kong tug, and I hear that a steam-launeh 
was seen yesterday near Chuen-pee cruising 
about tho river picking up dead bodies, 
‘The launch had two boats in tow for the 
reception of the drifting dead, and the 
characters on the flags which were flying 
indicated that the work was being done by 
the Tung Wah Hospital, which,is certainly 
a very thoughtful and creditable action on 
the part of the committee of that institu- 
tion, 











MACAO. 


T have just heard of the extent of the 
amage done here amonyst the Chinese 
shipping during the late storm. No less 
than one hundred craft have sustained 
material injuries, and of these sixty-one 
are total wrecks. Nearly one and all were 
sampans or house-boats and only two large 
juuks were destroyed. ‘The greater part of 
the boats were wrecked between 8 aud 
10 o'clock on Friday evening, as the gale 
reached its climax just about that time. 
Four large cargo-boats went ashore at about 
6 p.m. directly, in front of the Harbour 
Master’s Oftice, ‘and were broken to pieces 
in an incredibly short space of time. So

NAGASAKI. 

‘Tho enterprise which, had it succeeded, 
was to be known as Mitchell’s “Dock,” 
and which has always been looked upon in 
a very dubious light by everyone but its 
energotie projector, is about to be finally 
abandoned as hopeless, after surviving some 
six years of intermittent labour, at no 
amall cost. It was advertised to be dis- 
posed of by public auction on the 20th 
inat., but as the stones with which the 








structure is lined failed to elicit an advance 
upon ten cents each, the sale fell through. 

Latest accounts from several of the 
districts labouring under an interdictory 
ban in respect to the presence of what we 
presume we must continue to designate as 
cholera, in addition to being most assuring 
are not a little amusing. In the last caso 
reported by the Kobe Shimpo, the victim 
was one of the canine species,—would that 
the same fate would overtake a few thou- 
sand of the disreputable curs harboured in 
the adj native city,—whilst another 
local contemporary affirms that it has now 
transpired that the majority of so-called 
cholera cases have been reported by ignor- 
ant “quacks,” who, from fear of incar- 
ring a fine, ‘have been indiscriminately 
branding their patients with a complaint 
they were innocent of, and treating them 
accordinzly, with not very favourable re- 
sults, In our own immediate neighbour- 
hood, nothing has trauspired during the 
past week to induce us to swerve from the 
opinion formerly expressed,—that, 90 far, 
we believe not a single case of genuine 
cholera has ocenrred this year. 

‘The result of further careful enquiry as 
to the genuineness of the cholera scare has 
even tended to strengthen our convictions 
that there is not the slightest ground for 
doubt in the matter, and justifies us in 
once more protesting against the false 
alarms which have been so foolishly cireu- 
lated with no possible prospect of resulting 
in good to anyone, but rather to the loss— 
and otherwise—of all concerned. 
Several men-of-war have been hastily driven 
away ; others have been prevented from 
coming ; the crew of the Iron Duke have 
been prohibited from enjoying “leave,” 
whilst the officers have been requested to 
show an example by abstaining from leav- 
ing the ship, All this on account of the 
foolishly exaggerated rumours of cholera, 
the origin of which can uow be traced to 
the part of inexperienced 
joners and an over-wise meddling of 
government officials.

On the hill called the Lesser 
Western Heaven, are eight caves not far 
from the rich and ancient monastery of 
Hsi-ii Sze. The Buddhist classics are cut in 
limestone tablets in these caves. In one 
of them, the tablets have each nine hundred 
and eighty-eight characters, clearly and 
beautifully cut upon them. In one cave 
he visited there were in all one hundred 
and fifty tablets, and therefore one 
hundred forty-eight thousand two hundred 
characters, besides more than one thou- 
sand images of Buddha, in sixteen rows, 
placed in small niches upon the sur- 
face of the four octagonal pagodas which 
support the roof of the cavern. ‘These ro 
reach from floor to coiling. In the caves 
there are in all one thousand five hundred 
and sixty tablets. The cutting of these 
sacred books on atone was commenced

about 620 A.D., and the object was to pre- 
serve the Buddhist books froin destructio 
‘This work of cutting went on for five genera- 
tions. During the fifth, sixth and seventh 
centuries, there was said to be much fai 
among the Chinese Buddhists. Fa Hsien 
went to India in the fourth contury, and 
returned after fifteen years, Hinen-chuang 
went to India in the year 629. It was 
calculated that the characters in the 
book style of the New ‘Testament could 
be twice written on the hundred and fifty 
tablets, and that in all the two thousand 
seven hundred and thirty tablets in the 
seven caves, the characters would be equiva- 
lent to thirty-two New Testaments. The 
cutting of the characters was said to re- 
semble those in the Syrian Iuscriptions, 
which was a contemporary work. 

‘An animated and interesting discussion 
ensued, in which several took part. Dr. 
Dudgeon, who was first called upon, began 
by remarkiny that devotion was not peculiar 
to any religion, but was to be found more 
or less in all, "He then gave us a racy 
account of some of the practical forn 
which Buddhist devotion assumes, as wit- 
nessed on the stroets of the capital, and in 
the temples on the Western Hills, He 
roferred to priests living in wooden booths 
filled with long nails, or built into small 
brick houses, with only a small opening for 
the passage of provisions, with the object 
of raising funds, with which to repair their 
temples. ‘The nails are sold to the devont, 
while the priests remain thus confined day 
and night, summer and winter, for months, 
it may be’in some cases for years. They 
have a string which is attached to a mallet, 
by pulling which a bell is struck, and every 
fow seconds by day and night, the tolling 
of this bell may be heard. Such expedients 
are frequently resorted to in Peking 
by the Buddhists, and several may be 
seen at any time throughout the ci 
Another form alluded to was the dray- 
ging of long heavy chains by the priests 
round their necks through the streets, 
and another instance was the practice 
of measuring their length in the streets, 
every. threo steps, prostratin 
and knocking their heads; in this way 
making long pilgrimayes to temples to pay 
vows, implore blessings or seek deliverance 
from divine or other calamity. ‘The newly 
coined term within a measurable distance 
derives new significance from this practice. 
Women were said also to engage in the 
same custom in repairing to celebrated 
temples to implore and return thanks to 
the goddesses of small-pox or posterit 
‘The practice of priests perambulati 
streets with the palms of their hands, 
one or both cheeks, fore-arm ete., trans: 
fixed within a large iron rail, a foot or 
more long, and the practice of ‘cutting off 
pieces of one's flesh to recover one’s sick 
father or mother, are not peculiar to 
the priesthood, for they have renounced 
the world, but is actuated by the filial 
piety of ‘the Chinese generally. The 
speaker also referred to the regularity and 
frequency of their devotions by night and 
day; chanting their prayers, burning in- 
conse, tinkling their bells, counting their 
beads, etc. He spoke also of the ascetic 
life led by the Buddhist priests in secluded 
caves and in temples on the tops of the 
hills. ‘The storing-up of merit for use 
the next world was adduced as oue of the 
chief causes and incentives to devotion. 

‘The Rev. G. S. Owen then spoke at 
some length. The history of Budd- 
hism, said Mr. Owen, contains abundant 
examples of Buddhist zeal, Before Budd- 
hism was five centuries old its mis- 
sionaries had travelled to distant countries, 
spreading the faith. They did not shrink 
from peril or sul but band afte 
band went forth, ea er only to tell to others 
the salvation . ‘Two hundred and 
fifty years befor Christian era_eigh: 
teen of its missionaries had re 
and are now honoured in this country as 
the Eighteen Lo-hau. ‘This missionary zeal

or zeal for the salvation of others is of the 
highest type, rising far higher than any 
zeal for ourselves can possibly do, and this 
zeal the early Buddhists showed in a high 
degree. Besides, Buddhism all down 
through its history has had large numbers 
of devotees who have renounced the world 
and all that makes life glad, to live in 
caves and dens of the earth, in lonely 
meditation on Buddha. Its priests have 
been willing to endure fatigue and suffering 
hunger and thirst that they might further 
the cause of their religion, repair its tem- 
ples and exalt the name of Buddha. The 
causes of this zeal are not far to seck. First 
among them stands the example of Buddha 
self. He whom they follow gave 
up all that men love and desire, the plea- 
sures of home, the glories of rank, a palace 
and a erown, and went forth a lone 
wanderer not knowing whither, suffering 
hunger and thirst, dire poverty and fierce 
temptation, wot for himself but for others, 
that he might find out a way of salvation 
for poor sinful suffering humanity. If such 
an example did not fire the heart of his 
followers, they must be less than men, 
nother cause of Buddhist zeal is found 
n the fact that the essential idea, the inner 
thought, of Buddhism, is abandonment of 
the world and mortification of the flesh. 
‘The Buddhist Church consists of priests and 
nuns, men and women who have given up 
all for Buddha. To be a follower of Bud- 
dha is not only to bea sincere believer trying 
to carry out the precepts of the master in 
the family, in the shop, and in the oftice, 
but to abandon family and the world for 

life of meditation and self-mortifieation, 
a a Buddhist therefore we look for zeal, 
the zeal of the devotee before everything. 
Bat there is another cause for this zeal, 
It is only by such devotion that deliver- 
ance from tke curse of life can be achieved 
and the peaceful Nirvana reached, For 
the outside multitude there is no hope of 
escape from the woeful round of births and 
deaths. Salvation is confined to the few 
who, renouncing all, can follow Buddha up 
the steep steps of self-sacrifice, self-morti- 
fication and worldly death. 

One missionary wished to have Dr. 
Dudgeon’s eyes to seo what he observed on 
the streets, and he objected to the use of 
such as words as church, saint, and crucify 
as applied to Buddhism by the last speaker. 
A young missionary thought rice and 
notoriety had as much as anything to do 
with theirdevotion, and one priest had not 
hesitated to sell him his rosary for less 
than half-a-dollar. ‘The rest of the disou: 
sion turned upon the causes of Buddhist 
devotion, the reader of the essay being 
called upon to express his views on this 
subject, which had been left untouched in 
his paper. Without going into the sub. 
ject he simply stated that there was in the 
human heart a of devotion which 
might be called the r 
greatest consensus of 
to the desire for happiness in the future 
stato as the chief cause uf the devotion of 
the Buddhists.

‘Tho 
audience, who to.do them justice continued 
in excellent humour, accordingly exorcised 
patience for several minutes, after which 
a gentleman was at last found to come 
forward aud do something for their enter- 
tainmont, Ho sang tho well-known song 
‘Naney Lee’ in capital style, and in a very 
fine, musical voice, and it is only regrot- 
table that he did not elect to do so without 
the questionable aid of an accompani- 
ment. Another pause then ensued, the 
Chairman making several calls upon the 
gentlemen whose names were on the pro- 
gramme, but without avail. Mr, Lanning 
however gave a roading from Charles 
Lamb's essay on Roast Pig, which seemed 
to be appreciated. Tho Chairman then 
addressed the meeting. Ho begged those 
present, most of whom were strangers, 
to be discouraged at this state of thin 
to think that every Temperanco meeting 
like that one, For years past, he 
there had been meetings when the 
Hall was crammed from end to end, and 
people could hardly find standing-room 
near the door. There were several reasons 
why the present occasion was not such a 
success, and he trusted that nobody would 
go away with the idea that the Temperance 
Society was never ablo to provide a better 
entertainment for its frionds that they had 
that night. Mr. Muirhead then gave a 
brief sketch of the working and the 
objects. of the ‘Temperance Society. 
Their first and principal object was to 
do battle with the crying vice of drunken- 
ness, This first and foremost. But there 
were some who, in spite of their warm 
sympathy with this object, felt them. 
selves unable to take the extreme and 
irrevocable step of pledging themselves to 
abstain from all kinds of stimulants for the 
whole of their lives, and tho Committee 
had come to the conclusion that, half a loaf 
being better than no bread, it would be 
wise to meet theso persons half-way, and 
secure their codperation for the good uf 
the Snciety by more moderate stipulations, 
In future, au opportunity would be offered 
to all well-wishers of the causo to become 
abstainers for a limited period, say for 
three, six, or twelve months, just to give 
the thing’a trial, and thoso who hesitated 
to accept the austerer condition of member- 
ship were invited to take the less serious 
step of signing this new pledge ; 
not,” said Mr. Muirhead, “a wild and rabid 
teetotaller.” Ho then went on to speak 
of the nature of the entertainnents that 
were to take place during the winter. ‘Tho 
public entertainments that hitherto had 
been held once a fortnight would in fature 
be held only once a mouth ; the intervening 
evenings being devoted to procoedings of a 
somewhat less popular description. Hither- 
to, said Mr. Muirhead, numbers of peoplo 
hhad come forward to sign the pledgo, and 
then disappeared altogether. Nobody know 
what had become of them. There had 
been no cohesion among the adherents they 
had gained.

mittee and of no one else _ Tt was inorder 
to promote more cu-nperation, and to make 
both pledged members and associates feel 
that they really belonged to a corporate 
body, that this new idea of more private

read by some member of the Association, 
‘The subject might be anything of a useful,

pose, and he hoped in this manuer to 
the Society a sort of nucleus or rallying- 
point, which should help to keep it 
together and infuse new life and energy 
into its operations.

This 
finished, the audience dispersed without 
waiting for the closing hymn, It is very

Siz,—A. correspondent states in your 
valuable paper of the 18th Oct. that no 
trader, or rather excluded trader, has had 
publie spirit enough to denouneo the stretch 
of treaty rights enjoyed by one firm solely 
at Peking. The writer, who is a Tientsin 
trader, beys leave to say that people who 
live in glass houses should not) throw 
stones, and this may apply to your corres- 
pondent too. ‘The firm referred to, trade 
in copper, which they import "direct 
from Japan, and save Shanghai and 

charges and » by con. 
veying it under pass as far as ‘Tung. 
chow, and afterwards by paying the 
Peking yate duty, thus enabling them to 
lay it down at Poking cheaper than b 
auy other route. ‘This is one of their 
secrets, in the trade complained of; but 
any other trader can do the same if he 
chooses to enter into this profitable trade, 
The said firm might us well complain 
of Tientsin trade: ing pigs’ bristles, 
feathers, ete., from Peking, under transit 
passes issued’ by H.M.’s Consul for Tung- 
chow ; and if your correspondent likes to 
go to a certain storekeoper's yodown he will 
liud feathers, bristles, strawbraid, ete,, 
stored there which is supposed to have 
cume down under transit passes, while the 
storekeeper or his compradore hawks mus- 
ters of the same for sale to foreign and 
Chinese traders here. ‘The samo arti- 
cles can be found for sale at a cortain 
foreign yodown in the Chinese city here 
and on Customs manifests it will be found 
that foreign firms export these goods to 
Shanghai under their hong  names,—or 
perhaps their compradores are the shippers, 

an a British subject declare at the Oo 
sulate that yoods specified in a transit pass 
are loud file his property, and for exporta- 
tion, and then sell these goods to other 
British or Chinese tradera?” If this trade 
illegal, everyone without exception 
should be warned of it.

WANTED, A SHANGHAI DIRECTORY. 
To the Editor of the 
Norru-Cursa Herat. 

S1r,—The model settlement, and accord- 
ing to’ some people, the first’ city in the 
East, is as yot without a Local Directory, 
and notwithstanding that there are several 
presses there does not seom to be energy 
enough in any of them to effec the com- 
pilation of an annual publication of a relia- 
ble nature. Shanghai, with all its extent aud 
importance, can boast of nothing more am- 
bitiousthan the Desk Hong List, with which 
persons unacqnainted with the place have 
to satisfy themselves if in search of any 
residence, store, or information in the 
locality they are in for the timo boing 
Bombay and Calcutta, presumably ine 
ferior cities to this, have long since found 
local directories « subject for the fullest 
consideration, as may be seen from the 
attention which is paid to them, and the 
extent of the information to be found in 
them. ‘There is ample matter here to fill 
a good-sized volume if any one will only 
take the trouble to commence it ; but with 
the usual apathy existing in the settlement 
it is to be feared that some time will elapso 
before any thing of the kind may be ex- 
pected. 

Such a work ought to contain, after 
a_ brief sketch of Shanghai and its en- 
virons, a local calendar, calculated to this 
meridian, giving rising and setting of the 
sun, mon’s age, phases, and changes ; 
eclipses, and other phenomena ; Foreign 
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and Chineso Holidays ; list_of Consulates 
and their offices; Banks, Fire and Life 
Insurance Companies ; Steam, Water, Gas, 
and other public Assuciations with’ theie 
local and foreign Staffs; list of Churches 
and religious societies, and others ; list of 
Clergy. and Missionaries, Brokers and 
Commission agents, store-keepers and stores 
arranged alphabetically by trades, besides 
rofessionals, of which there is alo 3 
ist of streets and numbers of hons 
names of residents, especially 
Bubbling Well Rowd, in which locality 
new-coniers have invariably considerable 
trouble in finding any one they wish to. 
‘The Directory should also contain a list of 
the Volunteer Companies with the name: 
of the members, a list of the Fir 
and their stalls, with the e 
signals, fire sections, ete.

We deeply regret to have to record the 
death of Me, Burge Rawle Lewis, which 
touk place on Saturday afternoon, 29th ult.. 
under pecaliar and very distressing circu: 
stances. Deceased was well known and 
much respected by all the foreign residents 
at this and many other treaty ports, having 
spent about one-half of his lifetime in 
China, aud although he had almost reached 
the age of forty-four he appeared to be very 
much younzer, and was just in the prime of 
life. Phe tirst portion of his twenty-two 
years’ residence in China was spent in mer- 
oftices, and he then joined the U.S. 

wular Service. He otticiated in different 
at one time been Vice- 
Kobe, and for many years he has 
‘of the United States Con- 
Shanghai, and Clerk of 
the Cour time past he had been 
complaining, and was laid up for a few 
days about’a fortnight ago; he was of 
fa vory nervous temperament, and latterly 
his intimate friends noticed’ that he was 
more than usually excited at times. His 
cuuvetion in an official capacity with the 
post mortem examination on the body 
of an American citizen and the arrange- 
ments for an inquest, seemed to make him 
very excited on Friday last. He did not 
appear at the Consulate on Saturday morn- 
ing at ten o'clock, when the inquest was

At this time nothing 
serious was anticipated, as it was only 
thought he had been unwell and unable 
to attend. On enquiry being sade, 
it was found that he had been very ill 
during the’ forenoon, and was confined to 
his room at tho Central Hotel, where he 
had been staying for some time past. Wo 
are informed that on Saturday morning 
sent word to Consul-Gencral Deuny that 
he was unable to attend at the Consulate, 
and he also seut for Dr. Boone, Jessfield. 
He remained in bed during the day and 
we understand that Mr. Denny called and 
had a interview with him. Dr. Boone 
algo called and prescribed for him, aud as 
far is known was the last foreiyner to see 
him in a conscions state. About half-past 
three o'clock the Chinese boy who attended 
to the deceased, reported to the manager 
of the hotel that there was somethin, 
wroug, aud the manager and another 

































































gentleman went upstairs. They found 
Mr. Lewis lying on the floor, having 
apparently falien out of bed.’ A slop 





bucket was standing by the bedside, and 
thare was blood on the lid. He was not 
bleeding then, and there was very little 
blood on the bed, The impression created 
was that the blood came from his 
mouth, as if he had burst a blood 
vessel.” A gentleman hastened to call 
Dr. Jamieson, and returned with hin, 
Mr, Lewis when first seen was lying quite 
still, extended on the floor, perfectly 
unconscious, eyes closed, and he was 














breathing very heavily. When the Doctor 
arrived, Mr, Lewis had turned right round

and vas rolling about the floor, and still 
unconscious. He was held down while 
the Doctor applied a stethoscope to his 
heart, and he announced that Mr. Lewis 
was dying. ‘The Doctor discovered that 
the blood did not come from his mouth at 
all, but from a gash in his left wrist, the 
radical artery being severed. It was then 
seen that while in bed he had held his 
hand outwards over the bucket, which wa 
found to contain a large quantity of blood, 
and in falling out of bed, the blood stain 
on the bed clothes had been caused. ‘The 
same gentleman why called the ductor, 
went in a brougham for Me, Denny aud 
returned with him immediately, but before 
the Cousul-General arrived, or about four 




















o'clock, Mr. Lewis was dead. The pen- 
knife with which he ent himself was 
found lying close to the bed.

We vive an abstract of Pire Dechevrens? 
paper on the meturology of Shanghai, read 
before the Society's meeting on Friday 
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The study of meteorology, said the 
writer, was fast growing in importance in 
viow of its effects on hygiene. Although 
originally Clima, a region, was used to 
enominate bells or regions parallel to 
the equator and marked by the different 
direction of night and day ; yet subsequently 
when more definite ideas of the shape of 
the earth were adopted it resigned this use 
in favour of the stricter term latitude, aud 
merely retained the secondary use in the 
sense of a region whose temperature and 
meteorological conditions were alike. This 
Jed to the modern use of the words : “ the 
positive influence of air, water and places 
on mau as a unit, and on men eogregated 
in numbers and dwelling in a limited spor 
on the globe.” Of the elements which yo 
to make up a climate, femperature is the 
most important, and detailed tables were 

ven of the theory of the thermometer at 

hanghai. ‘The more noteworthy of these 
were displayed on a blackboard so as to be 
plainly visible to the audience. ‘The mean 
fomperature of Shanghai calculated from a 
record of eight years is 59° 2 Fah., but this 
does nut express the whole of the con- 
ditions. The seasons in Shanghai differ 
widely in temperature, mean of Winter 
being 39°.1, Spring 50°.9, Summer 78°2 
and Autunn 62.6. Rome approached 
nearest to Shanghai in mean temperature, 
and differed much in the extremes, while 
the winter temperature of London and 
Shanghai were almost identical. Next 
to temperature was the amount of direct 
solar light, which depended more on local 
circumstances than the mean temperature. 
Jn Shanghai the amount of light varied 
from year to year. In the year 1880 the 
mean for the month of July was ‘33, which 
for the same month in 1870 amounted to 
BG. ‘Tho clement of moisture was of great 
importance in studying the climate of a 
locality. A moist atmosphere has eflects 
always more or less deleterious on the 
human system, It so happeued that du 
ing the summer the air at Shanghai w. 
























































constantly loaded with moisture, while the | 





winter months were dry. ‘The incapacity 
of the air for the absorptions of moisture 
differed widely with temperature, inci 
ing with heat and diminishing with cold. 
In addition to the diminished’ capacity 
winter time to the lower temperature, the 
winds at that season were proportionately 
drier than in summer and hence the 
increased vigour experienced by the human 
frame during that period. On the atmos- 
pheric pressure, although its immediate 
cfects were slight, much depended, and 
the eastern slope’ of presented 
mutual reaction uf continental aud ocranie 
influences. ‘These intluences caused the 
peculiar phenomena of the winds 
served at Shanghai. Squalls and yates are 
frequent, though not violent here, and 
Shanghai being about equally distant frum 
the most common tracks uf two deserip-

We therefore hereby declare that we 
shall, in the 23rd year of Meiji, establish a 
Parliament, in order to carry into full effect 
the determination we have announced 
and we charge our subjects bearing our 
contnissions to make, in the meantime, all 
necessary preparations to that ond, 

With regard to the limitations upon the 
Inperial Prerogative, and the constitution 
of the Parliament, we shall decide here- 
after aud shall make Proclamation in due 
time. 

We perceive that the tendency of our 
people is to advance too rapidly, and with- 
out that thought and consideration which 
alone cau make progress enduring, and we 
warn our subjects, high and low, to bo 
mindful of our will, and that those who 
may advocate sudden and violent changes, 
thus disturbing the peace of our reaim, 
will fall under our displeasure. 

We expressly proclaim this to our sub- 
jects.” 

By command of His Imperial Majesty, 

(Signed) Saxgo Saxeroxu, 
First Minister of State, 
12th day, 10th Month, 14th year of Meiji. 
(12th, October 1881.) 

‘The Mail remarks:—Apart from the 
great fact it annonnees, what strikes us 
most on reading this Resoript is, that it is 
at once an evidence of chenge and of 
stability. Of change, becauso it promises 
Japan that, having passed from the wrot 
eduess of feudalism to the comparative 
excellence of a liberal bureaucracy, she 
shall now, ata fixed and not very remote 
date, ascend to one of the highest types of 
polity—a coustitutional Governmout : of 
Vility, because beyond all this transition 
is discernible the sacred majesty of a 
Monarch whose throne rests on the religi 
ous faith of his subjects, 

‘That the terms of this Rescript will mo 
with universal approval is most unlikely. 
Foremost among those who are suro to ory 
ont against it as an unnecessary procras- 
tination of the nation's political maturity, 
are the leaders of the Secret Societies—tho 
men who, seeing themselves incompetent 
to strugule to the surface in times of social 
tranquillity, would fain stir up some tide 
of disturbance for the sake of the waifs its 
water may drift within their reach. To 
such as these the last paragraph of the Im- 
perial Decree is specially addressed. Tho 
Emperor tells his subjects to reflect before 
they stretch out tuo eager hands towards a 
goal that precipitaucy’ ‘ean only tend to 
make more distant, They are not denied 
thouzh admonished in so many words, but 
the construction of the Rescript cannot 
fail to suggest such reflections. Its open- 
ing sentence carries the minds of the 
people back to the ages when social free- 
dom and political rights were dreams that 
had never visited the happiest sleeper, and 
bids them draw a contrast between those 
evil days and these later years of progress, 
ght, of its 
bourne. Japan is not to dissociate herself 
from her past. ‘The law-abiding reverence 
which, under the rule of one hundred and. 
twenty-two sacred monarchs, has grown 
into an element of the national character, 
is not to be set aside or despised but rather 
to be strengthcned by the contemplation 
ofthe new channels into which the Em- 
peror’s hereditary benelicence has been 
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directed. Tho reins of power were re- 
assumed fourteen years ago, not to be held 
thenceforth by an autocrat, but to be 
placed, s0 soon as might be, in the hands 
of his faithful people. If the achievement 
of the purpose that obtained at the Res- 
toration has been somewhat delayed, the 
gradual and unsworving steps by which it 
has been approached, leave no room to 
doubt its ultimate consummation. Of those 
ateps the nation is reminded as an earnest 
of things awaiting it in the immediate 
future. ‘Tho provramme is certain, but it 
must be deliberate. Thoso whose voices 
have reached the throne from all quarters 
of the Empire, praying that the nation’s 
expectancy may soon be satisfied, can now 
Tock forward to the definite realization of 
their hopes, and it will be for them to 
prove by their temperance and discretion 








that the period of their probation may be 
shortened ; whilo those, on the other hand, 
who Snd dolay intolerable because it pro- 





longs their own insignificance, are reminded 
that any advocacy of “sudden and violent 
changes” will inevitably incur the Im- 
perial displeasure. 

‘Tho Gazette says :—This is an announce- 
ment which will be received with gladness 
by a large section of his Majesty's sub- 
jects and one which, if properly carried 
into effect, will secure an immense amount 
of good to the country. 

It may be, and no doubt is, gross pre- 
sumption for such humble individuals as 
ourselves to dictate to tho sovereign ruler 
of the “Morning Land,” but to our think- 
ing, nine years is rather a long notice to 
give of the adoption of a necessary measure 
of reform for which the people have so long 
bogged and prayed in vain. ‘There can be 
no question that His Majesty is thoroughly 
sincera in hia intontions and that he earn- 
estly desires to place the government of his 
dominions on a firm basis. It is therefore 
all tho more to be regretted that he has 
thought fit to postpone the step he intends 
taking for so long a period. It is to be 
hoped that he will reconsider his decision 
on tho principle of bis dat qui cito dat. 

The Herald remarks the return of 
ILLM, tho Mikado to the capital of his 
dominions, has boen signalized by tho issue 
of an Imperial Decree, promising to in- 
augurate, though at a remote date indeed, 
a constitutional and represoutative form of 
Government. To those patriotic agitators 
for a more modern form of administration 
than the idea of a despotism assures, the 
very distant period at which the promised 
change of Government is promised to take 

lace will be regarded rather as a tanta- 
izing mockery of those ardent aspirations, 
which thoy hoped bofore now to have been 
realized, than as conveying any satisfactory 
assurance to their minds that the Japanese 
nation will over acquire, within a reason- 
able period, that form’ of constitutional 
‘and parliamentary Government which the 
experience of the most civilized nations 
has demonstrated to be best for the enjoy- 
ment of popular liberty, combined with 
the conservation of the permanent interests 
of society. 

The Imporial decree just promulgated 
gives but little or no clue to the measure 
of freedom that is to be ultimately doled 
out. That, probably, will largely depend 
upon circumstances. That it is given 
grudgingly and reluctantly, must be appar- 
ent to all, ‘The proclamation may be made 
to mean much or little, as shall be deter- 
mined, and it is yet to be seen how far the 
threat of the Eniperor's displeasure ayainst 
those “who advocate sudden and violent 
changes, disturbing the peace of the cow 
try,” will suffice to overcome and restrain 
the advocates of popular rights from conti- 
nuing their agitation. 

Unfortunately, owing to the enslaved 
condition of the native press, and its wene- 
ral expression of Oriental adulation of the 
Sovereign, foreigners will have but little 
opportunity afforded them through those 
channels, of learning the actual state of 



































public opinion on this subject, which is of 
such vital interest to the Empire. The 
subsidized journals, both native and foreign, 
will of course go’ into extacies at this 
latest instance of Imperial condescension, 
which for another ten years is to delay the 
fruition of the hopes of thoughtful and 
Patriotic people ; but dispassionate critics 
Will discover in this last Imperial decree, 
nothing upon which with satisfaction to 
rely. The only certainty is, that it ordains 
that a fourth of the existing people of 
these Tslands shall be gathered to their 
graves, and that they shall experience no 
other form of Gorernment than stich as a 
bureaucratic despotisia for 
it would appear that Destiny, and the de- 
claration of tho Emperor, as dictated by 
his advisers, have nothing better in store 
for them, 















‘THE SEIZURE OF TREASURE AT KORE. 
Information has reached us of an import- 
ant seizure made at Kobe, on the Sth 
Oct., of seven boxes of treasure of the 
ue of $34,000, supposed to consist of 
silver subsidiary coius packed up in small 
amounts in paper parcels. ‘Tha cain 
belonged to Chinese, but was shipped for 
Shanghai in the nawe of the Hougkony 
Bank, that Corporation having bought 
bills ayainst it. ‘The hoxos of coin, ax is 
usaal in cases of this kind, were brought 
to the Bank for examination and shipment. 
‘The compradore made « partial 
tion into the contents of the boxes, and 
being satisfied that all was in order, they 
wore then sealed with the Bank’s seal, and 
& permit was applied for in the Bank's 
name by one of its officials. At the Custom 
House the officers insisted on inspecting 
the contents uf the boxes, to which the 
Chinamen interested objected, as such a 
course had fallen into deauotude. Late 
in the evening tho compradoro reported 
what had occurred to the Manager, aud at 
the same time informed him that the 
Chinese owners of the treasure had con- 
feased that they had secreted at the 
bottom of three of the boxes, five hars of 
gold, of the value of $7,000; and it was 
ii to that circu ice that the 
ad been seized,—gold bullion 
heing a prohibited export. though gold 
coin, as is well kndfpn, is not.

‘THB DEATH OF MR, BURGE R. LEWIS. 
PROCEEDINGS AT THE INQUEST. 
Yesterday afternoon, evidence was taken 
before the Acting Coroner, Cousul 0. N, 
Denny, at the U.S. Consulate, as to the cause 
of the death of Mr. Burge R. Lewis, whos 
death is reported elsewhere, ‘The jurors were 
. Benuett, D. C. Jansen and 
©. H. Heynemaun, The evidence adduced 

was a8 follows :— 

Dr, Jasttesox : I ama physician, practising 
in Shanghai. I was called, about 3.30 p. 
on Saturday "thirkell, to vi 
Mr. BR. who, he said, was very ill 
in bis room in the Central Hotel. I found 
Mr. Lowis in his room when £ went there ; 
ho was very ill. Mr. Reilly was standing by 
him. Mr. Lewis was very ill and was indeed 
dying. He actually did die seven minutes 
after I arrived at the Hotel. I found bi 
when I arrived, lyivg on the floor, partly 
insensible, and rolling over aud over from 
time to time. I had him kept wteady for 
ut for examination. Witness asked per- 
mission to read from notes he made at the 
time, and now in the possession of the Coroner. 
Notes referred to were, handed to the witness 
‘and he read as follows :— 

“99th October, 1881.—At 3.35 p.m., called 
by Mr. Thirkell to Central Hotel to see Mr. 
B. R. Lewis reported to be ill, Reached 
hotel at 3.45 ; found Mr. Lewis | 
apparently insensible, rol 
frow time to time. sept steady for 
‘a minute for examination. His lips pale; heart 
imperceptible; left sleeve of jacket blood- 
stained ; above left wrist, wound about 1} 
inches long, severing radial artery, both ends 
of which were visible in wound, Bleeding 
ceased, On table next bed a penknife, with 
blade blood-stained. Backet by side of bed 
coutaining « large quantity of blood mixed 
with water. Died at 52 minutes past 3 o'clock. 
Sent immediately to report matter to Mr. 
Denny aud corpse left untouched, as aleo con- 
tents of room, until arrival of Mr. Denny.” 

Witness coutinued, in answer to questions 
from the Coroner :—Mr. Reilly was ix the 
room, also the Chins boy, wheu I entered it. 
Thave attended Mr. Lewis from time to time, 
never regularly. 

What was the condition of his mind from 
time to time, speaking from what you saw of 































































him when you thus attended him?—He w: 
always remarkably eccentric ; his manner was 
always very peculiar and this bas been so 
‘more especially of late, The last day I saw 
im before his death was on the day when 
the post mortem examination was held and the 
inquest was opened on the body of the gir 
who died last week.

All on board except one were saved (22 Eu- 
ropeans all told), and they have arrived at 
Hongkong on ‘Thursday morning, by junk, 
after a week of great hardships, None of them 
were able to bring auything with them more 
than what they stood in, ‘The vessel en 
countered a gale of great sevority on the morn- 
ing of Thureday, the 13th instant, and 
at 2am,, the following morning (14th), the 
vessel went ashore on the Pratas, about a 
mile and a half to the southward of where 
the Bolion Abley lien. Very great digiclty 
was experienced in getting the crew away 
from the ship, and safely on shore, and alto- 
gether the whole of them have had as hard a 
time of it as falle to but few men. Last Sun 
day moruing they were successfal in getting 
a junk to leave and bring them on to Hong: 
kong. ‘Tbatcraft wasin a leaky and somewhat 
risky condition, aud the men of the Geraldine 
Paget all the way up lad to keep constantly 
baliug her out, ‘They arrived at Hong- 
kong” early on Thursday mornivg.

We may characterize the week since last mail left as an eminently dull one in business here, for although there has 
been more doing in Cotton goods, the total sales of these has not yet been large and prices have been disappointing to holders, 
Trade at the outports is said to have been very quiet lately, except at Newchwang, where some improvement is reported, 
Sales of Shirtings amount to 41,000 pieces St lbs., 4,500 pieces 7 Ibs., and 1,500 pieces 6 Ibs.; of Cloths 3,600, White 
Shirtings 13,600 at good prices, English Drills 1,725 and American 6,500 pieces ; for Dutch Drills there is a good market, 
‘There is nothing requiring particular notice in the position of the market for Woollen goods, which are not much asked for. 

Exporters to Europe have been unable to purchase Silk owing to the high prices demanded by dealers, and to the support 
given to the market by the Chinese speculators, who hold such a large part of the unsold stock of 23,000 bales. ‘The few 
sales that have been made, bave been at full rates and occasionally at an advance on last week's prices. A fair business has 
been done in re-reels for America at higher quotations. When the result of the October auctions in London were known here, 
a considerable disposition to purchase silk was shown by Euglish and American houses, but the demands of holders prevented 
business being done. 

There has been a continuous enquiry from a very few buyers for Black Teas of good or fair quality, and prices have been 
steady; and the same may be said of Green ‘Teas, which have been continued in demand, despite the discouraging advices that 
have been received from London and America. The export of Black Teas is now some three millions of pounds short of last 
year’s, and it is expected that there will be a deficit of nine millions on the season. Although Green Tens have lately beon 
arriving more freely, it is thought there will be « deficiency of about four millions of pounds on the year. 

The share market has quiet during the weck and transactions have been few. ‘The prices of all stocks dealt 
in on this market are too high to lead investors to purchase freely, and for the same reasou speculators are chary of dealing 
in ther, Hongkong and Shanghai Bank shares have been steady at the quotations given in ow last—11L premium for cash 
exchange 73}, and 117 for the 31st of January ; and at these rates there have been a few transactions on Hongkong account, 
Today, 113 for cash is reported as on offer. During the week Woterwork shares have been in demand and the price has 
advanced 30% per share to they are still wanted, chiefly by Chinese, who seem to have formed a most favourable 
opinion of the undertaking. The works are being rapidly pushed forward. All the Dock, Gas, Insurance, and miscellaneous 
shares quoted in Messrs. Bisset’s list, which we give in another colunm, remain unchanged in price, and, with the exception of 
one sale of a North-China share at Tis. 1,125, have not been dealt in during the week. 

‘The applicants for shares in Birt's Wharf Hide Curing and Wool Cleaning Co. are wnderstood to have raised 80 per cent. 
of their subscriptions. We hear that the shares of the Shanghai Tannery Co. will be offered for subscription this week. 

Of shares mostly locally held but not dealt in on this market we learn that those of the China Merchants’ Steam Naviga- 
tion Co. have advanced some 20 per cent. in price since the publication of the last ammual report. ‘This is no doubt partly 
owing to the favourable result of the year’s operations, but is, we think chiefly to be attributed to the fict that Chinese 
merchants have, at last, been induced to take shares in the Confpany ; and also to the elimination of the Official class from 
its control. Kaeping Mine shares are also in demand among the Chinese, who are said to be willing to give 15 per cont. 
premium for them. “Late advices from the mines state that a new seam of coal of very superior quality has becn found. 
Machinery and plant of every description has recently Leen arriving in large quantities, aud the works will’be pushed forward 
so as to have the mines working next spring or early in the summer. 

Exchange opened at the closing quotations for Jast mail, but the receipt of advices of firmness in the Indian markets 
caused a slight advance is rates for private paper without any business resulting. It soon became evident that the supply of 
merchants’ bills would be very stnall, as business in silk was on the most limited scale ; and a fair demand set in for 4 months 
Bank paper at 5s. 18d., and for telegraphic transfers at 5s. 03d. In consequence of this and the waut of private bills, rates 
reduced 4 though the advices of the allotment of Council drafts and of the Silver market in London, were favourable to the 
maintenance of quotations here. Credits and documents were sold at 5s. 1fd. Yesterday, rates for mercantile paper were 
rather firmer, being 5s. 1d. for first-class credits and 5s. 13d. for documents. Bank paper was sold to a small extent 
at 5s, 11d., and telegraphic transfers at 5s. Od. At the close of business, Bank bills 4 months sight are offered at 5s. 1fd, 
telegraphs 5s. , credits and documents being 5s. 1fd « 5s. 2d, During the week Rupees have been sold at 3033 and 
3033, chiefly at the latter price. ‘Transactions of every kind have been on the most limited scale, and are likely to continue 
so, while our silk market is in its present inflated condition. Interest has been low; but at the close of business it has 
advanced to about 7 per cent. per annum, in consequence of some of the foreizn Banks declining to lend to the Chinese, 

Tu his report of this date, Mr. A. Bielfield says that there have been no sales of lead during the week, and that prices 
are lower. Nailrod iron has been sold at auction, 5,000 bundles Belgian Sohiers at Tls. 1.78 to 1.79, and 2,000 bundles 
Cleveland at Tis. 1.94 to 1.95. Small sales of Glasgow bar and Middlesborough pig iron, “to arrive,” have been made at 
‘Tis. 2 per picul, aud ‘Tis. 16.25 per ton respectively. In other metals the transactions have been trifling. Kerosine Oil has 
been dealt in only to a very small extent, the sales reported being of cargo in warehouse at Tis. 1.525 per caso. 

The Freight market continues unchanged. 

Opium (new) is rather lower. 

‘There has been a speculative business during the week in Raw Cotton, some 12,000 bales having been purchased at from 
113 to 13 tacls for ordinary to best. Holders now demand higher prices, as good staple is becoming very scarce. Sugar 
in over-supply, and consequently no improvement in the tone of the market can be reported. Trade in this article is said, by 
tho Chinese, to have been very unprofitable during the season.
